New Delhi, the 24th November, 2005 

s.o. 1654(E).— Whereas the Central Government has received a proposal 
made by M/s. Focus Energy Limited, 3 rd Floor, Gopala Tower, 25, Rajendra 
Place, New Delhi - 110 008 to the Petroleum and Explosives Safety 

Organisation for permission to import certain explosives by air from USA for 
oil exploration purpose; 

^ Pereas the Petroleum and Explosives Safety Organisation is 
satisfied that the proposed import of explosives shall be used for oil 
exp oration puipose and, therefore, necessary exemption may be granted 
rom the purview of sub-rule(2) of rule 31 of the Explosives Rules, 1983 
( erein after referred to as the said rules) which prohibits import or export of 
explosives specified herein by air; 

And, whereas the Director General of Civil Aviation has in exercise of 
powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 3 of the Aircraft (Carriage of 
Dangerous Goods) Rules, 2003, granted necessary permission with certain 
conditions to M/s. Focus Energy Limited, New Delhi to carry such 
Explosives by air vide their permit number 316-DG/2005, dated 5 th 
September, 2005 which is valid upto 4 th March, 2006; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) 
of section 14 of the Explosives Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), and on the 
recommendations made by the Petroleum and Explosives Safety 
Organisation and the Director General of Civil Aviation, the Central 
Government hereby exempts M/s. Focus Energy Limited, New Delhi from 
the provisions of sub-rule(2) of rule 31 of the said rules, for import of the 
following explosives, the items and quantities of which are specified in the 
Table below, by air from M/s. Owen Oil Tools LP, 12001 CR 1000, Godley 
Texas 76044, USA at New Delhi airport, namely:-
